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CAMBRIDGE TUNNEL 
LABOR PROGRESSES 
RAPIDLY THIS WEEK 


Good progress has been made during 
the first week of actual construction on 
the Beacon hill tunnel to connect the 
Park street station with the Cambridge 
subway, now under construction. Pat- 
rick MeGovern, the contractor for this 
section of* the work, is sinking three 
shatts at the corner of Phillips and 
Grove streets, and next week the exca- 
vation will probably extend across the 
street. The Boston transit commission 
has just established an engineers’ office 
on Phillips from which field 
work will be

by the shield method, the oppor- 
tunity for open eut work extends only 
across the junction of Grove and Phil- 
lips streets. The spot selected for the 
@inking of the initial shafts is identical 
with the site of the test pit sunk by 
the Boston transit commission when it 
Was investigating the possibilities of the 
tunnel. The shafts are also practically 
identical with the point where the cars 
will enter the Beacon hill tunnel from 
the elevated incline. 

The elevated structure after leaving 
the West Boston bridge will run along 
the south side of Cambridge street un- 
til it reaches the intersection with West 
Cedar street, where it will bear off 
sharply to the south and extend through 
the congested residential section in a 
diagonal direction to Grove and Phillips 
Streets. 

The tunnel will be excavated in a line. 
_ practically straight, from Phillips to 
Park streets. The only deviation from a 
Straight line will be from a point under 
Pinckney street, where a gentle curve 
will be run-in order to make the fp- 
proach to the Park street station easier. 

No move has been made public during 
the week by those interests who sought 
to prevent the construction of the tunnel! 
under Boston Common by means of an 
injunction. The vigor with which the 
transit commission is now pushing the 
work is considered ample proof that the 
commissioners expeet no further litiga- 
tion, and that the matter will not be 
taken to the United States supreme court 
by the claimants.

AMERICAN TEACHER MAKES 
TOUR OF GERMANY’S SCHOOLS 


Education Really Compulsory—Fines Imposed Upon the 
Parents Who Keep Pupils Home Except for Sick- 
ness— Work Provided for in Continuation Schools.

Miter ots tml education means to 
the Germans regular attendance and | 


preparation of home work. Pupils do 
not consider they have the right to ab- 
sent themselves from school to go shop 
ping with parents, to attend birthday 
parties, or to celebrate their own birth- 
duvs, not even to attend baseball games. 

Neither are excuses such as these that 
have come to me in my school teaching 
experience, considered valid: 

“Please excuse Johnny for not coming | 
to school yesterday, for I took him down 
{town to buy him a suit of clothes.” 

. “Kindly excuse Dorothy’s absence this 
morning, .The maid forgot to call us 
in time.” 

“Harold’s absence yesterday afternoon 
was caused by his attending the mat- 
inee.” 

Fines are imposed upon parents who 
keep pupils out of sehool except for 
sickness, The executive department in 
Germany is as busy as the legislative. 

Pupils do not forget to prepare daily 
assigned lessons in precisely the way 
ordered. They consider it their duty. to 
— their teachers. 

eachers aim to have pupils in lower 
grades spend one half hour in prepar- 
ing home work and in the upper grades 
from one to one and one half hours. 

At the close of each recitation the 
child records the advance lesson, under 
the teacher's supervision, in a little 
book. which is dated and otherwise 
neatly arranged for this purpose. The 
book can be bought for 10 pfennigs, or 
2 cents. Thus children are taught to be 
systematic and businesslike and the an- 
noyances to teachers of having pupils 
say “I forgot where the lesson was” 
is done away with.

Parents are stanch in their sup- 
port of the schools. They hold the 
children to every rule afid request. 

“Johnny, how do you like your 
teacher?” is never heard, but “Haen- 
chen, was the teacher satisfied with 
your work?” is the daily question of 
parents.

[ saw with astonishment how the 
mother worked with the 8-year-old 
daughter in the preparation of the 
daily school lessons. 

After the noonday meal, the mother 
said, “Now, cousin dear, you'll excuse 
me | know, for, being a teacher your- 
self, you will understand that I have 
to work with Lotta for an hour, so 
she will have her lessons tomorrow.” 

And this mother confided» to me that 
she really didn’t know what to do about 
the lessons next year, when 6-year-old 
Olga would enter school.

HIGHEST GOLF ING 
COURSE IN EUROPE 


The highest golf course in Euroge is 
that at Maloja, in the Upper Engadine, 
says the Queen. The course of nine 
holes, varying from 170 to 350 yards, is 
between Maloja and the pass which 
leads from the Engadine to the lake of 
Como and commands lovely views of the 
Silser See and the snowclad peaks; the 
hazards are chiefly depressions between 
the hills. The altitude of these links is 
about 6200 feet above sea level. 

The small course at St. Moritz is about 
the same altitude, while that at Sama- 
den, one of the finest links on the conti- 
nent, is about 5500 feet; the next highest 
being that of Montana, above the Rhone 
valley, about 5000 feet. Maloja is an 
ideal spot for those who wish to be quite 
off the tourist track, and in a country 
like Switzerland it is not easy nowadays 
to get away from the crowds. The near- 
est station is 10 miles away, at St. 
Moritz.

Prince Bulow has sometimes provoked 
futile quarrels; but he has always shrunk 
from their extreme consequences and, by 
so doing, he has proved that in him the 
passionate pursuit of politics for their 
own sake found itself curbed by a sense 
of duty to mankind and of the respect 
due to civilization.” 


Fulton’s Predecessors 


Down in West Virginia the other day 
a teachers’ institute issued an indignant 
protest. It was not Robert Fulton, so 
runs this protest, but James Rumsey, 
who first discovered steam navigation 
and who built a ship that was trium- 
phantly launched upon the Potomac river 
ut Shepherdstown, Va., in 1787, in the 
presence of a “vast assemblage of delight- 
ed eye-witnesses.” This is quite possi- 
ble; but there were others who anticipat- 
ed Rumsey. A _ fellow-townsman of 
Fulton, William Henry, as early as 1763, 
constructed a steamboat on the Conesto- 
ga river, and a friend of his, John Fitch, 
was still more successful a year or two 
later. Says Robert H. Thurston, for- 
merly of Cornell University: “Fitch evi- 
dently made the fiest successful experi- 
ment in the propelling of boats by 
steam je but William Henry has probably 
the honor of: originating the idea and 
building the first steamboat ever built 
in the United States. Fitch improved 
on Mr. Henry’s model, and Fulton im- 
proved on both.” As Current Litera- 
ture says, he proved to the incredulous 
world that the idea would work.

Subsidies was addressing a gathering of 20,000 people 


in the National amphitheater of the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific exposition on Thursday when 
he put himself on record with regard to this 
matter. [t is significant, because it indicates a changing popular 
sentiment. This sentiment has heretofore been affected by the argu- 
ment, alluded to by the President, that the help that was proposed 
for our merchant marine “would be a contribution to private com- 
panies out of the treasury of the United States.”” But, as he said, 
we are thus contributing in various ways along similar lines, by our 
protective tariff laws, our river and harbor bills, and our reclamation 
service. He might have added that we are doing these things with 


much less warrant than that involved in the application of national 


aid to the upbuilding of national commerce. The protective tariff 
duties may be attacked on the ground that in many instances they 
serve simply to strengthen private interests; the river and harbor and 
reclamation, conservation and waterway appropriations may _ be 
attacked on the ground that in many instances they simply serve local 
pitrposes; but the restoration of the merchant marine is’ something 
that concerns every man, woman and child in the United States, since 
it isyat once a matter of national pride and of national interest. 

The specific measure that the President had 1n mind when 
addressing the great concourse at Seattle was the bill already intro- 
duced and very likely to come before the next session of Congress, 
which undertakes to regulate our merchant marine in a way to estab- 
lish American lines between Atlantic and South American ports, and 
between Pacific ports and the Orient and the Philippines. Referring 
to this proposal, the President said: ‘We earn a profit from our 
foreign mails of from $6,000,000 tp $8,000,000 a year. The appro- 
priation of that amount would be quite sufficient to put on a satisfac- 
tory basis two or three oriental lines and several lines from the East 
to South America.”

000 less than 1t was 100 years ago, or that our ships now carry 
less than 8 per cent of our foreign commerce while in 1861 they 
carried 65 per cent, or that there is $200,000,000 of American 
capital invested in the subsidized ships of other nations, or that we 
are paying approximately $500,000 a day to foreign ships to carry 
our commerce ? 

A campaign of education with reference to our merchant marine 
is among the urgent needs of the times. The President's open 
declaration in favor of subsidies may bring it about. 


Tue final result of the American league 
baseball contest, like that recorded for the 
National league, was brought about by 
lefeats suffered by another club rather than 
by a victory achieved by the team that will 
be entitled to the pennant. 

The finalities of the series in the two 
leagues parallel each other even more closely 
than this. It was the defeat of Chicago by 
Philadelphia that gave the pennant to Pitts- 
burg in the one case, and it was two victories of Chicago over Phila- 
delphia (American) that gave Detroit the pennant in the other. 

_ Pittsburg and Detroit may therefore be said now to be regularly 
entered for the world’s championship series of 1909. In this connec- 
tion it may be recalled that the Chicago Nationals and the Detroit 
(American) team were the contestants last year, when the former 
carried off the victory. The result of the series between Detroit and 
Pittsburg this season will be watched for with great interest by all 
lovers of the game. 

It should be said of the Detroit team, as it was said of the Pitts- 
burg club, that the honor that has come to it has been well earned. 
The nine has played splendid ball not only through the season just 
closing but through those that preceded. Chicago: has held the 
trophy three times, but not consecutively. Boston and Philadelphia 
have held it twice each. The Detroits are the first club in the Ameri- 
can league to win the pennant three times in succession.

As in America, 
much attention is paid to crop conditions. In France the 
harvest has been especially good, the people are thrifty 
and a general feeling of optimism prevails. Americans returning 
from abroad, who have given some study to foreign commercial and 
financial affairs, usually speak with enthusiasm in regard to business 
conditions in» France. England’s commercial affairs are not so 
encouraging but some improvement has been noted recently and the 
people are more hopeful than they have been. Heavy taxation is 
one of the greatest burdens both the rich and the poor have to bear 
and is regarded as one of the principal drawbacks to business. In 
Germany a better state of things is reported, particularly in the man- 
ufacturing districts. There is considerable rivalry between England 
and Germany in a business way and it ts expected that this eventually 
will bring about better conditions for both consumer and producer. 
Manufacturers are more keen to turn out a higher grade of goods at 
lower figures and it is predicted that the competition will cause a 
commercial awakening abroad that is seriously needed. 

A great abundance of money is reported the world over. This 
has a very stimulating effect upon new enterprises and has done much 
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theless a gain which promises still better. 


to facilitate business in this country. The American crop moving 
season heretofore has invariably witnessed higher money rates. 
Although right in the midst of crop moving and notwithstanding 
the fact that it will require more money than ever before to ship the 
crops to market, the advance in money rates has been comparatively 
slight. In view of the great expansion in business that has taken 
place the demand for funds has largely increased from this source, 
but there seems to be an abundance for all needs. Thg interest and 
dividend disbursements for the month of October payable by indus- 
trial, traction and railroad corporations are estimated at $161,721,-

~~ tion despite incessant efforts made by the 
French colonial authorities to penetrate it, to establish security and 
to improve its hazardous means of communication. Thus the mail 
service established last year among the numerous military posts along 
the northern, western and southern edge of the Sahara is followed 
by the telegraph system, which will eventually span the Sahara, con- 
necting Timbuctoo with Algiers. But before this can be attempted, 
the center of the desert will have to be brought within the scope of 
military police and posts of unusual strength established 
between the Niger and Colomb-Bechar, the southern terminal of 
the Algerian railroad. 

Now comes the aeroplane proposition, which put$ a new com- 
plexion on Saharan travel and communication. It is estimated that 
the thousand miles of desert and oases separating the Niger trom 
Colomb-Bechar cofild be covered in twenty-four hours by aeroplane. 
At present it takes three months. The aeroplane trip could be made 
in three stretches of eight hours each, three stations being provided 
for taking fuel; and the whole journey need not take longer than 
three days at the most. Doubtless, the use of aeroplanes 1s not yet 
sufficiently. developed for such a daring undertaking as the crossing 
of the Sahara, but it is manifest that by conducting experiments 
on the edge of the desert with a view to immediate penetration, prac- 
tical results will be attained quicker than by sportsmanlike contests 
in Europe. 

Civilization will make rapil headway in north and central 
Africa, once the aeroplane is placed in operation. Aside from the 
incalculable benefit that the white man's prestige and rule will derive 
from its introduction into the dark continent, the aeroplane can 
greatly advance the exploration of the Sahara and further its 
reclamation. The numerous French expeditions of the last decade 
have brought to light features as surprising as they are promising. 
The old conception of the Sahara was completely modified through 
the discovery, in its very center, of the plateau of Ahaggar support- 
ing an extensive grazing industry among the Tuareg tribes. The 
southern edge was found to have been at one time an agricultural 
belt, while in the north the tests as to ground waters have shown 
that new oases may be formed in numerous places. Petroleum is 
conspicuous among the mineral prospects.

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In 1907, it 1s stated, the three channel lines, Calais-Dover, Bou 
logne-Folkestone and Dieppe-Newhaven, carried 882,000 passengers 
There should be a very considerable increase in this traffic as well as 
in the transportation of merchandise on the opening of the ferry, 
for during the same year the ferry between Denmark and Germany. 
a mere by-way of travel and transit, carried nearly 100,000 passen- 
gers and over 100,000 tons of merchandise with an average ot 
eighty-eight railroad cars per day. To reach England by railroad 
ferry is quite different from taking a steamer, and it is likely that 
the new method will be simply a step toward the eventual construc- 
tion of the Franco-British tunnel.

1908. . It is not likely that the Republican majorities will disappear 
next month. 

Rhode Island is uncertain enough in these days to make it a 
fruitful subjectof speculation. Taft carried it.in 1908 by a majority 
of 19,000, and Pothier, the Republican candidate tor Governor, by 
7000. 

Because of the interest which the national administration is 
taking in the campaigns in Maryland and Virginia, these are attract- 
ing a great deal Of attention. Members of the cabinet, it is 
announced, will speak in both states. President Taft's utterances 
with relation to the principal issue in Maryland (a constitutional 
amendment) having been made in Boston 1n the first instance, and 
at the beginning of his present tour, are familiar. The, Republican 
candidate, Kent, is making a strong fight for the governorship of 
Virginia. He is an advocate ot local option, while his opponent, 
Mann, is a state-wide prohibitionist. Virgima has been tending 
toward the doubtful column tor some years past. When the full 
vote is called out the Democrats have not nearly such a large margin 
as formerly. The present Democratic Governor, Swanson, was 
elected by a majority of 38,000, but Bryan carried the state by only 
30,000 in 1898. At present the liquor issue is leading to a new align- 
ment. 

It is worthy of mention and of remembrance by our readers that 
the elections in Maryland and Virginia next month will be the first 
held in the South since President Taft entered on his policy of con- 
ciliation. For this, among other reasons, the result will be looked 
forward to with great interest. 

Tue Cunard flyer Mauretania has again 

clipped the time between the old world and 

the new—not to a sensational degree in this 

instance perhaps, yet sufficiently to make it M ;

come to an end. -The Mauretania arrived in 

New York on Thursday night after making Hereafter

lightship, on this side, a distance of 2784 knots, in four days ten 
hours fifty-one minutes; her average speed being 26.06 knots. »This 
run was made in rather unfavorable weather, but the time. neverthe- 
less, is forty-five minutes better than the best previous record. 


Numerous conjectures are being indulged in and numerous pre- 
dictions are being made as to the future speed records of Atlantic 
liners. A four-day passage between the lightships named is within 
sight. It is not going too far to say that we are within measurable 
distance of a four-day passage between Queenstown harbor and ‘the 
New York docks. If Boston possessed the harbor facilities, no 
doubt the first four-day trip would be made between this port and 
Queenstown, for Boston is from eight to twelve hours nearer 
Queenstown than is New York. However this may be, the real 
question now is: How much quicker can the voyage be made? 


There is a general impression that the Mauretania and the Lusi- 
tania have not been urged to their full and final speed capacity, and 
that they will continue to clip the time, little by little, until it shall 
be reduced by several additional hours. Meanwhile, other vessels of 
the same type, but equipped with later improvements—with more 
fully developed turbine engines, for instance—will doubtless be put 
in conmmission, and within the next ten years we may see the time 
between the Irish and American coasts cut down to three and a half 
days. 

Even then, there is reason to believe, the possibilities of the 
turbine will not be exhausted. 
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
